Notifications.—The following Rules for the better 
management and preservation of the Government 
Forests in British Sikkim, drawn up under Act 
VIL. of 1865, have been confirmed by the Viceroy 
and Governor General in Council, and ate, in ac- 
cordance with Section 6 of the Act, published in 
the Gazette of India :— 


Forest Rules, British Sikkim. 


I.—The Administration, of the Forests will be 
vested in the following Officers :— 


1s¢—The Conservator of Forests 
2nd.—His Assistants, 


3rd,—Subordinate Forest. Officers, viz., overseers, 
darogahs, jemadars, duffadars, forest watchers, 
and peons. It will.also he the duty of all Police 
Officers to watch over the observance of these rules, 
and to afford every assistance to the Forest Officers 
in the exercise of their duties, 


II.—Within the limits of the Forests, the mark- 
ing, girdling, lopping, or felling of trees, shrubs, 
bam , or canes, and the removal, or attempted 
removal, of any natural produce of the Forests, 
except with permission of the Conservator, is abso- 
lute ly prohibited under the penalty of confiscation 
provided by the Act. 


III.—Within the limits of the Forests, the graz- 
ing of cattle, the burning of lime or charcoal, and 
the lighting of fires is absolutely prohibited, except 
with the permission of the Conservator of Forests, 
Any one found so doing shall be arrested and ghall 
be liable, after conviction before a Magistrate, to a 
fine not exceeding fifty Rupees, or in default, to 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding: fourteen 
days.
